After waiting till the latest possible period, previous to the proro- 
gation of the Legislature, I much regret to have to announce that the 
communications and accounts which I had expected, before the 3lst 
of March last, have not yet arrived. The very great irregularities 
of the overland mail from the Atlantic States to San Francisco have 
been very truly and fully commented upon by the press of this city. 
They have been the subject of an official complaint by myself to our 
Postmaster General, who has been in correspondence on the subject 
with the Postmaster of San Francisco ; and I have respectfully drawn 
to them the attention of the Honorable Commissioner and of the 
Honorable Secretary of State of the United States. I have reason to 
believe that these complaints have been promptly attended to, and 
that effective measures have already been taken or will soon betaken 
to restore our postal communications with the United States to their 
former certainty and regularity. 

Referring you to page 12 of my Report of 10th May last, I now 
append two Tables, in Hawaiian and English, marked No. 1 and 2, 
prepared by the Collector General, showing what would have beea 
the working of our Special Reciprocity Convention with the United 
States, had it been ratified and in operation from the 31st of March, 
18*5, to the 31st of March, 1S62, having added to each Table a re- 
capitulation of the result for your more ready understanding thereof. 
Favorable though it be, beyond my most sanguine anticipations, un- 



der the present high tar and duty system which the necessities of war 
have imposed on the United States, it would be a loss of time and of 
money to revive a negotiation for the ratification by the United States 
of that concluded treaty. If such a convention consist with the pres- 
ent policy of the United States, it is for their Government to signify 
their willingness to ratify it. 

The whale fishery in the North Pacific having become nearly ex- 
tinct, there is no good reason, either in public policy or political econo- 
my, why our exemptions in favor of vessels engaged in that trade 
should be continued. Mr. Allen, when Minister of Finance, recom- 
mended their abolition in 1854, and it is part of the instructions of 
Sir John Bowring to obtain the consent of the Government of the 
United States, and of all other Governments, to abrogate in their sev- 
eral treaties with this Kingdom, the articles that grant special privile- 
ges to whaleships. 

I shall append a list of pecuniary claims against this Government, 
by the Agents of the United States and Great Britain, showing that I 
had, during the 17 years of my tenure of office, to resist demands ex- 
ceeding the enormous amount of $38,372,442, which, with the aid of 
my colleagues, I have warded off; and lists of the King's Diplomatic 
and Consular Agents residing abroad, and of foreign Diplomatic and 
Consular Agents residing in this Kingdom. 

God Preserve the King !

Foreign Office, 
18th August, 1862 

Sir :— In answer to a Resolution from the Honorable House of 
Representatives, received by me a few days ago, by the hands of the 
Chairman of the Committee on Foreign Affairs, the Honorable WhI- 
demar Knudsen, hearing that the Honorable House is preparing for 
a speedy prorogation by the King, I have the honor now to s nd to 
you herewith, for submission to the Honorable House, all of the Ap- 
pendix to my Report on Foreign Affairs, that I have as yet been able 
to get printed, although employing both presses. 

In sending these documents through you, I mean no disrespect to 
Mr knudsen, but only to save ti»ne by taking the most direct course 
tto the cognizance of all the members of the Honorable House 

1 also enclose herewith a brief Supplement to my Report as Secre- 
tary at War. 

If it please the House to order these documents to be translated 
and printed on their return to me, for that purpose, I shall take care 
to have everything rendy for submission to them when the House 
meets again two years hence. 

But there is one thing to which the honor of the nation, the protec- 
tion which the King owes to his subjects and humanity, alike require 
the prompt attention of the Honorable Representatives of the people, 
and it is the appropriation of some amount to reimburse the King's 
foreign Consuls for their expenses for the salvage of shipwrecked 
Hawaiian sailors, their relief when left utterly destitute in foreign 
lands, their hospital expenses and the expenses of their funerals. 

In illustration of the necessity of this, and of what payments 1 have 
made out of my own pocket, 1 append the original documents enume- 
rated below. Being my private vouchers, I beg you to return them. 

I also append other documents showing an unknown amount that 
may have tu be paid, in consequence of the measures recently taken 
by order of the King, with the authorities of San Francisco, in favor 
of one of his native subjects, accused, it is believed unjustly, of the 
crime of murder. 

In all such cases of unforseen emergencies, as with the small ac- 
counts of the King's Foreign Agents, 1 hold myself officially bound to 
iupport the honor of the Government, though without a special ap- 
propriation. 
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I am even more willing to lose some money than that the Govern- 
ment should lose one iota of its credit in foreign countries. 

I am aware of no Government that does not provide for such emer- 
gencies. The $500 a year voted for postages, stationery, incidentals 
and translations, French and Hawaiian, is glaringly inadequate; and 
ao is the $500 a year voted for the petty disbursements of the King's 
Foreign Agents. 

Permit me to state to you as a matter of fact, that although my 
Report was presented on the I Oth of May, I have not yet received 
one cent for either principal or interest on my credit to Sir John 
Bowring. 

I append a press copy of my last letter to him, with its enclosure, 
which, after perusal, I beg you to return. 

It has been altogether impossible for me, under the pressure of 
legislative duties, to have proper copies of all these documents made 
out for the Honorable House — I beg, therefore, that that irregularity 
will not be viewed in the light of a disrespect, which assuredly it is 
not intended to be.
